1. The Sudanese Ambassadors to the US and to the UN are both quite 
happy with the recent change in government in their country. They 
strongly discount Communist influence and stress the continuity and 
stability of most perscanet and of government policies. 


2. The baste underlying iosue which provoked the change was corruption - 


Minister of Foreign Affairs. President Abboud himself was on several 
occasions ‘eo “fea up" with the situation that he resorted to the 
"Nehru tactics” of absenting himself and threatening resignation. He 
did not dare fire the tw) Ministers. Eventually others became 60 
unhappy with the situation that they took it out of Abboud 's ” hands. 


3. The Communists Have hadly overplayed their hand, with a power play far 
beyond their real atrength. The failure of their effort to provoke 4 - . 
coup d'etat by announcing without foundation an army move to assume 
power, merely displayed their weakness and thus foreclosed for some tine 
at Jleaat ay possibility of their exerting great influence. 


k, It 48 hard to judge which of the tvo politioal parties will be victorious 
in the forthcoming @lections but the odds appear to favor the UMMA. In 
any case,-with either party in power, and with the interim government at 
present, every sign points to continuity of policy and of stability. Instruc- 
tions to the two diplomats mentioned are in this category. Other evidence 
is found in the continuing normal procedure with routine diplomatic trans-

ducted in French and was obviously a continuation of previous talks 

on the same subject... The two men were discussing ways, means, and desire 
ability ‘of persuading President Toure to reduce further his connections — 

With the Soviet Bloc and to align his country with the West. : 7 


There vag no atterpt on the part of Ambassador Conte to conceal the 
tenor of ‘the conversation from ry associate. in his office. He could 
easily have: taken the call in another room or excused himself tempore 
arily, It 4s probable that he wished to be overheard. 


We have speculated over why Houphoust-Bolgny negotiated 

directly with the ambassador during a visit to the US. movie reason = 
doubtedly: is that Conte has the ear and ccnfidence of Toure and is the 
best qualified menber of the Guinean diplomatic service, as evidenced 


by his appointment to Washington. 


Conte has" indicated to us that Guinea 1s not too pleased with the tyre 
and quality of ald from the Soviet Bice and has come to realize that the 


most stable end significant economic development from abroad since 
independence has teen the US aluminum installation. Conte himelf 
izpresses us as being. an African first but very pro-US and West.

During @ conferenco in the US on Indian ‘cononic developmant on 4-5 vay 59, I 
hed several opportunities to talz infornally with the Indian focisalist Party 
leader, A Mehta. Under quedticning, he told me that the Cocialist Party 
actually coincides almost 99 yercent vith the beliefo of the Lbehru Covernnent, 
but Aisagvees on aspects of policy ard administration. In effect, his is 
just enother “opposition” party. E&ccialion in India ucans equality of 
opportunity and not too great a concentration of wealtfrin anyone's hands. He 
pointed out that he is for private exterprise and used ‘ac en éxample the fact 
that he persuaded the Indian Covermert to get out of the fertilizer business 
and permit it to be handled by private enterprise. He believes thet business

Two fricrds of mire, who are in close touch with develoments in the 
Philippines, are wost concerned about the present strained relations 
between that courtry and the US. (ne is a US businessman with mary 
years’ experience in the country ard the other is a Filipino who was 
very close to President Magsaysay and still has important political 
connections with the Garcia reginc. 


They have told and feirly convinced me that the cain cause for the 


rift between the countries is the Philippine Anbasscdor to the US, 
Carlos Romulo. I could not belfeve this at first because it seemed 


to be so completely out of character. 


The story is that prior to the arrival in the US in June 1958, of 
President Carlos Garcia, Rornlo had bees forwardirg messages that a 
substantial US loan was a foregone conclusion and he could Fersonally 
arrange it, in effect by a few telephone calls. After Presidert 
Garcia reached Washington, Romulo told him thct he had the commitment 
for US$100 millicn, which vas not true. Atc mecting with President 
Eisenhover, President Garcia mentioned the reeds of the Philippines 
Gnd aiseniover replied in general terms about the US desire to be 
helpful. Taois Garcia interpreted as confirmation of Romlo'’s 
stavement about the loan. Garcia cabled his government to this 
effect and also made statements to the press at the tize of his 


departure. 


When the loan was vot forthcoming, Gareia became bitter end wos 
strengthened in his beliefs by further mislecding cables from Romulo 
that the US was not living up to its agreement, that_he was working 
on it, etc. It was not until Garcia went to Japon /Decerber 1955/7 
and had ano pportunity to talk to my Filipino friecd that he got 

the true state of affairs. He asked my friend what wes happening in 
the US and was told of Romlo's activities.

Rov, Garcia is in @ ailemma. Re diwself would leck foolish for having 
deen taten ip by hie own anbasssdor, shou.d he com: cut vith the truth 
amd whe fuxuclo the scapegoat. This ic a position he cannot tyke 
without further weakening his own snaky administration. Furtier, 
Gareia cannot fire or remove Romulo, vithout the necessary explonation,

Yor this reason, he has continued to fabricate 
or to mislead his own govermient and to foster the difficulties 
betveen the tyo countries. My friends are convinced that Rosulo mist 
be removed in some manner for the good of the Philippines. They 
support the Garcia edministraticr., because it is legally in power, 
but their view ty the long one. There will be an election in two 
years and the problems betwoen the US and the Philippines, which are 
largely aisuncerstandings, must be solved before it might be too late 
for the next edministration to repair the damage.

For some tina I have made overtures to the Eudanese cbhout conducting public 
relations verk in the US for their country. They regularly stated that they. 
would like such assistance but did not have the funds to aupport a proper ‘ 
progrem. Early in September 1958 the imanese Ambassador to the US, 


Tbrabim Anis, received a cable from Khartoum ordering him to do ph arr f 
a hy 


possible to inform the UB public in favor of the election of Mohammed Ahmed Mahgout 
the Sudanene Foreign Minister, to the presidency of the 13th United Hations* a 
Generel Assembly. In this, the Sudanese Covernment had two objectives - to’ 

obtain this honor for Mabgoub and to call attention to the Sudan and ite Epeitiee 


in world affairs. 


The Sudan has guneuveeua. to maintain a position of strict neutrality since 
obtaining its independence and has tried to avoid any foreign entanglenente. 
The main. reason has been that thse Sodanese Government recognized the gravity 
of the task of vital daneatic economic development and felt that all energies 

must be spent in that direction. It. Joined the Arab League primarily from the Ps 
standpoint of “brotherhood” but has still tried to remain completely neutral as. A 
a nation. The fact that the Counci' of the Arab League decided to support 
Mahgoubd in the UN was based mostly on the fact that the Arabs considered qs: 
Charles Malik of Lebanon, the other major candidate, too pro-west and anti-Arab .

In a meeting with Mahgoub before the UH election, he commented that he was, 
puzeled by the phobia of the US people over pan-Areb nationalism, Gamal Abdul B 
and communism. He said that the US todsy equates Arab nationalism ard pride with 
Nasiriem, when in fact, Arab nationalism has been a fact for years before Hasir. 
He added that the Sudan hag had its troubles with liasir's Egypt but he did not. 
personally believe that Rasir had organtzed actual plots to overthrov the . a art 
Sudanese Government. Yahgoub also remarked on repeated offers of Soviet aid to. 

the. Suden during the past year. He said that he had frequently challenged the oe 
Soviet ambassador to be more concrete and had always been given some sort of | 

excuse. Tbe ambassador recently said unter a simicar attack that he was going to 
Moscow and would have something definite to say on his return. 


During the period leading up to the dection, the majority of the Asian, Arab and 
independent African states backed Mahgoub's candidacy because they considered bis 
to be an unencumbered positon, while Malik has become identified with the US. 

In addition, thia support was given to prova, by his election, the emergence . 
of the influence of small nations in the UH, as differentiated from the current 
leadership of the giants. Until Sunday, 14 Sep 58, the Mahgoubd group had 
pledges enough to make it dbelicva he wold win. But at that point the US started 


actively to cempaign for Malik, ‘This move ves resented by Mabgoub. Although he 
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recognized the US need to honor ita pledge to support Malik, he believed that 
US activities far excceded the comattment-to Malik. The Axcarese, hovever, 
were not 00. irritated as the Arab etsates, which felt that the US was trying to 
influence thom to desert the man of their choice in favor of the US selection, 
They considered this directly contrary to President Eisenhower's suggestion that: 


the Arabs should do everything poosible to solve their am problems.

fhe Sudanese do not consider themselves “neutral on the side of the USSR", and 

in fact bave an effective anti-comunist lav. They feel that their country's 

reputation was blackened unjustly by these rumors and the resulting election, 

It may wey be hard to combat Soviet propaganda opportunities in the Sudan, 

such as claims that the U8 opposed a black Moelem in favor of a white Christian

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4. When Kvame Nkrumah, Prime Minister of Ghana, planned to visit tha Us 

"(July-August 1558), I vas interested to see that Fouls Agbeli @bodemah was not 
dpeluded in the party.
